St.  Philip’s  Celebrates  Its  Centennial 
With  Grace

One  hundred  years  ago,  Noe  Valley 
was  a  fast-growing  suburb  of  down¬ 
town  San  Francisco,  still  rebuilding  in  the 
aftermath  of  the  1906  earthquake.

City  College  Update 

By  Dr.  Anita  Grier 

ince  my  election  to  Community  College,  I  have 
focused  on  keeping  higher  education  affordable  and 
available  to  everyone.  I  have  been  an  educator  and 
administrator  all  of  my  life.  I  taught  Special  Education  for 
twelve  years,  most  currently  at  Denman  Middle  School.  I’m 
keeping  my  focus  on  these  major  issues  that  face  CCSF: 

•  Implementing  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance, 

specifically  the  documents  element.  As  the  college  lays  plans 
to  go  to  the  voters  for  another  Bond,  I’m  concerned  that  the  general  public  has  lost 
faith  in  the  leadership  of  the  Administration  and  the  Board  of  Trustees.  We  need 
to  demonstrate  that  we  are  willing  to  change  the  way  we  do  business,  and  the  best 
way  to  do  that  is  by  adopting  the  voter  initiated  Sunshine  laws  that  drive  the  City’s 
meeting  and  records  procedures. 

•  Better  program  integration  with  high  schools  to  prepare  students  for  college. 
I’ll  continue  to  focus  on  keeping  higher  education  affordable  and  available  to 
everyone.  I  have  always  worked  to  increase  funding  and  lower  tuition.  I  support 
remedial  programs,  but  believe  students  spend  more  time  in  those  courses  than  is 
necessary.  We  need  to  do  a  better  job  of  raising  their  basic  academic  skills  before 
they  come  to  college  level  classes. 

•  Tuition  Free  College  Classes.  I’ll  continue  the  cooperative  groundwork  I’ve  begun 
within  the  educator  communities  of  the  State  and  federal  levels  to  accomplish  a 
seamless  student  matriculation,  and  shared  classrooms  and  faculty. 

Of  course  there  are  other  major  issues  that  confront  the  Board.  The  College 
should  set  the  example  for  business  and  residents  in  energy  efficient  lighting  sys¬ 
tems,  high  efficiency  heating,  ventilation  and  air  conditioning  systems,  computerized 
energy  management  control  systems,  boiler  efficiency  improvements,  energy  recov¬ 
ery  systems  and  building  shell  improvements.  CCSF  Planning  must  put  Green  Build¬ 
ing  at  the  top  of  the  list  for  developments  it  proposes  for  both  housing  and  business. 
Our  transportation  improvements  must  be  driven  by  the  same  principles. 

We  also  have  a  role  in  neighborhood  planning  around  our  campuses.  The  most 
common  input  from  neighbors  involves  “troubled  youth”  and  that  is  unfortunate.  As 
a  30-year  veteran  of  some  of  the  toughest  high  schools  in  the  City,  I  have  dealt  with 
the  bad  apples  and  I  know  when  a  little  tough  love  is  effective  and  when  more  drastic 
measures  are  needed  to  turn  around  young  lives.  I  have  served  as  Program  Admin¬ 
istrator  of  “Special  Education”  at  several  of  our  problem  sites.  The  newly  dedicated 
Multi-Use  Building  on  the  main  campus  is  a  LEEDS  silver  green  building  and  was 
developed  through  community  cooperation  that  is  a  model  for  future  endeavors. 

Though  my  focus  has  been  academic  and  much  of  my  life  has  been  devoted  to 
equal  opportunity,  diversity,  ADA  compliance  and  special  education  for  learning  dis¬ 
abled  students,  beyond  my  concerns  as  a  professional,  I  care  about  the  future.  I  think 
about  my  high  school  and  college  students  and  I  wonder  where  they  will  live  once 
they  leave  their  parents  and  how  they  will  live  in  a  world  that  has  so  little  to  offer  in 
terms  of  a  security.  As  San  Franciscans,  these  problems  continually  face  us.

Halloween  Fair 
Foretells  New 
Spirit  at  Upper  Noe 
Rec  Center 

By  Heather  World 

Budget  cuts  are  scary,  but  they’re  no 
match  for  the  ghosts  and  ghouls  who 
will  fill  Upper  Noe  Recreation  Center  at 
its  first  Halloween  Fun  Fair  Sunday,  Oct. 
31,  one  of  many  events  the  park’s  newly 
invigorated  community  partner  hopes  to 
hold. 

Children,  dogs,  and  their  parents  are  in¬ 
vited  to  enjoy  the  carnival  atmosphere 
from  1 1  a.m.  to  3  p.m.  Treats  like  cotton 
candy  and  popcorn  will  be  for  sale,  but 
the  rest  of  the  event  is  free,  says  Alexan¬ 
dra  Torre,  who  has  led  the  host  group 
Friends  of  Noe  Valley  Recreation  Center 
for  the  past  six  years. 

In  addition  to  Halloween-themed  ac¬ 
tivities  like  face-painting  and  costume  pa¬ 
rades,  organizers  plan  to  have  games  on 
the  field  like  sack  races  and  target  prac¬ 
tice  (weather  permitting),  as  well  as  in¬ 
door  games  like  musical  chairs,  Torre 
says.  Roving  musicians  will  keep  things 
lively. 

“It  would  be  great  to  see  200  people 
there,”  Torre  says.  “We’re  hoping  that 
bringing  these  events  will  generate  more 
community  interest  and  involvement.” 

That  involvement  will  soon  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  influence  programming  as  well  as 
Friends-sponsored  activities  at  the  center. 
In  August,  a  Recreation  and  Park  Depart¬ 
ment  reorganization  centralized  program 
planning. 

Site  scheduling  has  been  left  to  a 
slimmed-down  staff  guided  by  “commu¬ 
nity  recreation  councils”  made  up  of 
seven  area  residents,  including  one  youth. 
Details  remain  hazy,  but  a  department 
spokesman  said  the  councils  should  be  in 
place  by  March  and  will  most  likely  meet 
monthly.  Community  organizations  will 
play  a  key  role  in  determining  who  will 
serve  on  the  local  council,  he  said. 

Joe  Scott  is  Upper  Noe’s  new  facility 
coordinator,  the  staffer  responsible  for  all 
site  programming  and  for  convening  the 
panel.  “We’ll  draw  a  one-mile  radius 
around  this  facility,  reach  out  to  the  pub¬ 
lic,  and  let  them  know  what  we’re  doing,” 
he  says. 

Whatever  is  chosen  will  be  taught  be 
part-time  “recreation  professionals  who 
are  expert  in  their  field,”  according  to  a 
press  release  by  Rec  and  Park  General 
Manager  Phil  Ginsburg. 

In  keeping  with  the  new  model,  what 
was  once  Upper  Noe’s  staff  of  four  that 
coached,  taught,  and  supervised  is  now 


Scott,  who  manages  day-to-day  opera¬ 
tions,  and  Rex  Biteng,  whose  primary  job 
at  Rec  and  Park  is  to  coordinate  the  city’s 
waterfront  sports.  The  two  men  have 
overlapping  hours  to  keep  the  center  open 
as  much  as  possible,  but  even  so  Upper 
Noe  will  be  open  only  Tuesday  through 
Saturday.  Friends  has  been  lobbying  the 
city  to  open  it  up  on  Sundays,  says  vol¬ 
unteer  Kate  Haug. 

“We  really  see  Sunday  as  a  day  where 
you  could  program  for  working  adults 
and  families,”  she  says.' 

•  Haug  has  taken  a  leading  role  in 
Friends,  helping  renew  the  group’s  mo¬ 
mentum  and  widen  its  reach. 

Besides  pulling  together  the  Hal¬ 
loween  fair.  Friends  worked  with  organ¬ 
izers  of  San  Francisco’s  annual  literary 
celebration  Litquake  to  bring  a  reading  by 
women  authors  to  the  center  on  Oct.  7 
(“Feminine  Wiles,”  7  to  9  p.m.). 

Haug  is  also  working  to  make  the  gar¬ 
dening  days  that  happen  every  second 
Saturday  amenable  to  families.  She  hopes 
to  program  an  hour  of  music  followed  by 
story  time. 

“We’re  trying  to  make  it  easy  for  fam¬ 
ilies  to  come  and  have  one  parent  vol¬ 
unteer  and  one  enjoy  the  rec  center,”  she 
says. 

Evidence  of  the  work  by  Ladybug  Gar¬ 
deners,  as  the  Saturday  group  is  known, 
can  be  seen  in  the  new  fencing,  new  bird- 
houses,  and  birdfeeders  around  the  site. 
The  Oct.  9  Ladybug  meeting  will  be  held 
at  10  a.m.  at  Cafe  XO,  1799  Church 
Street,  to  create  a  plan  for  the  park  to  be 
presented  to  the  city. 

Haug  says  she  hopes  park  users  will 
also  start  to  recognize  the  potential  of  the 
site  as  a  rental.  The  main  interior  room 
has  a  stage,  a  sound  system,  a  movie 
screen,  and  a  kitchen. 

“We  always  felt  as  a  group  that  it  has¬ 
n’t  been  promoted  enough,”  Torre  says. 

The  Friends  website  has  instructions 
and  a  link  to  the  Rec  and  Park  rental  ap¬ 
plication.  Meanwhile,  neighborhood  res¬ 
idents  or  merchants  who’d  like  to  help 
with  the  Halloween  party  should  contact 
alexandra  @  noevalleyreccenter.  com. 

Upper  Noe  Recreation  Center  is  located 
at  295  Day  Street,  at  Sanchez.  The  new 
hours  are  Tuesdays  to  Fridays,  9:30  a.m. 
to  9 p.m.,  and  Saturdays,  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 
Registration  for  Fall  II  activities  starts 
Oct.  2.  Visit  www.sfreconline.org  or  the 
rec  center  itself  to  register  for  any  class 
across  the  city.

Rolls  In  Oct.  23

Dust  off  those  Halloween  costumes 
and  grab  your  dancing  shoes  for  the 
sixth  annual  Noe  Valley  Harvest  Festival 
on  Saturday,  Oct.  23.  This  year’s  family- 
friendly  festival,  which  takes  place  from 
10  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  on  24th  Street  between 
Church  and  Sanchez,  will  feature  old  fa¬ 
vorites  like  the  hayride  and  pumpkin 
patch,  more  than  65  booths  filled  with  arts 
and  crafts,  and  non-stop  musical  enter¬ 
tainment. 

Harvest  Festival  chairperson  Richard 
Hildreth  promises  fair-goers  an  expanded 
musical  lineup  with  something  for  every¬ 
one. 

“It’s  undeniably  the  Harvest  Festival,” 
says  Hildreth.  “There’s  the  hayride,  the 
costume  contests  for  kids  and  pets,  the 
bouncy  houses,  but  the  entertainment’s  a 
bit,  well,  funkier  would  be  a  good  word 
for  it.  Every  act  is  producing  original  mu¬ 
sic  in  a  variety  of  styles,  and  they’re  all 
(save  one)  based  right  here  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  proper.”

This  year’s  pumpkin  patch,  located  in 
the  mini-park  across  from  Martha’s  Cof¬ 
fee,  will  boast  more  than  500  pumpkins 
ready  for  decorating.

Circus  Finelli  will  add  to  the  fun  this 
year  with  stilt  walkers  and  jugglers.  Two 
jumpy  houses,  a  balloon  artist,  and  a  face 
painter  will  also  be  on  hand  to  entertain 
the  kids.  And  the  Noe  Valley  Merchants 
and  Professionals  Association  will  once 
again  sponsor  the  annual  hayride.  Passen¬ 
gers  can  line  up  on  Castro  Street  in  front 
of  Walgreen’s  between  1 1  a.m.  and  3  p.m. 
to  catch  a  ride  on  the  horse -pulled  wagon. 

For  festival  goers  in  need  of  nosh,  food 
and  drink  will  be  available  at  local  shops 
and  restaurants,  and  at  food  stalls  in  the 
Noe  Valley  Farmers  Market. 

The  event  is  presented  by  the  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  Association  and  supported  by  volun¬ 
teers  from  several  neighborhood  groups.

Hemenger:  Fiscally  responsible  busi¬ 
nessman  seeks  short-term  relationship

Must  love  Jobs, 
Accountability,  Growth,  and  Balance. 


3.  Name  your  top  three 
priorities  if  elected  supervisor. 


4.  Should  city  supervisors 
spend  time  and  energy  making 
resolutions  on  foreign  policy? 


Hemenger:  I  am  the  only  one  who 
isn't  a  politician.  1  am  the  only  one 
that  is  not  an  attorney.  I  am  the  only 
candidate  who  is  not  accepting  or 
seeking  endorsements.  I  am  the  only 
one  that  has  significant  experience  in 
the  private  sector,  with  over  25  years 
in  business.  I  am  the  only  one  who 
has  managed  large  organizations,  bal¬ 
anced  budgets,  and  put  people  to 
work. 


Hemenger:  A)  Jobs — to  make  the 
city  more  business  friendly  by  elimi¬ 
nating  the  payroll  tax,  streamlining 
the  permit  process,  and  inviting  busi¬ 
ness  and  the  commercial  sector  to  the 
table.  B)  Growth — providing  for  sus¬ 
tainable,  livable  growth.  Growth  is 
not  the  enemy  of  our  quality  of  life;  it 
is  a  necessary  part  of  it.  C)  Balance — 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  needs  a  bal¬ 
ance  of  viewpoints,  and  currently  the 
commercial  sector  is  vastly  underrep¬ 
resented.  We  need  more  than  just 
lawyers,  politicians,  and  city  workers 
on  the  BoS;  we  need  some  common- 
sense  proven  business  people. 


Hemenger:  No.  The  city  has  far  more 
pressing  concerns.

We  need  someone 
w  ith  experience  in  the  private  sector 
who  understands  business,  what 
ineentivi/es  them  to  hire  and  expand, 
and  the  obstacles  to  carrying  on  oper¬ 
ations  in  San  Francisco. 


RAFAEL  MANDELMAN

Mandelman:  Democratic  Party 
activist  and  longtime  District  8  resi¬ 
dent  seeks  meaningful  employment 
giving  back  to  the  city  that  raised 
him.  Qualifications  include  serving  as 
president  of  the  Noe  Valley  Demo¬ 
cratic  Club,  the  Harvey  Milk  Demo¬ 
cratic  Club,  vice  chair  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  County  Central  Committee, 
and  commissioner  on  the  Board  of 
Appeals.  As  supervisor,  I  will  contin¬ 
ue  to  fight  for  District  8  residents 
who  want  better  schools,  affordable 
housing  opportunities,  and  a  public 
transportation  system  that  works. 

Mandelman:  I  have  the  right  experi¬ 
ence  to  represent  District  8  and  help 
lead  the  city.  1  grew  up  here,  and  alone 
among  the  candidates,  know  what  it 
is  like  to  be  a  kid  in  S.F.  As  a  com¬

We 
cannot  simply  "cut  our  way  out”  of 
the  budget  mess,  as  San  Franciscans 
need  social  and  health  services  now 
more  than  ever.  I  will  work  to  find 
creative,  resourceful  ways  to  generate 
revenue,  demand  that  every  depart¬ 
ment  find  ways  to  operate  more  effi¬ 
ciently,  and  to  the  extent  cuts  are 
necessary,  look  to  the  highest-earning 
public  employees  to  bear  a  greater 
share  of  the  burden.

Wiener:  I  have  a  track  record  of  get¬ 
ting  things  done.  I  served  as  chairman 
of  the  S.F.  Democratic  Party  when  we 
registered  1 5.000  voters.  1  co-chaired 
the  LGBT  Community  Center  and 
played  a  key  role  building  the  center. 
When  crime  spiked  in  the  Castro.  I 
co-founded  Castro  Community  on 
Patrol,  a  neighborhood  walking 
patrol.  I  served  as  president  of  my 
neighborhood  association.  As  a 
Deputy  City  Attorney,  I  understand 
how  our  government  works  and 
doesn't  work. 


Wiener:  My  leadership  experience 
and  record  of  getting  things  done  set 
me  apart.  Moreover,  I  am  very 
focused  on  the  basics  of  running  a 
city.  I'm  not  running  to  debate 
international  affairs  or  engage  in 
ideological  warfare.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors'  purpose  is  to  address 
basic  quality-of-life  issues  and  ensure 
that  critical  city  services — like  Muni, 
public  safety,  and  public  health — are 
effectively  delivered.  Those  basics 
will  be  my  focus. 


Wiener:  Muni — I  support  Prop.  G, 
Fix  Muni  Now.  We  need  to  make 
physical  changes  to  Muni,  such  as 
Bus  Rapid  Transit  and  better  spacing 
of  stops,  and  to  maintain  Muni's 
infrastructure,  as  well  as  our  roads. 
I’ve  been  endorsed  by  Rescue  Muni. 
Public  Safety — I  support  Chief 
Gascon's  efforts  to  modernize  the 
Police  Department,  and  I  support  the 
sit/lie  ordinance.  I've  been  endorsed 
by  the  police  and  firefighters.  Public 
Health — We  need  to  protect  core  pub¬ 
lic  health  services,  such  as  mental 
health  services,  HIV/AIDS  services, 
and  health  care  for  kids  and  seniors. 
I've  been  endorsed  by  SEIU/United 
Healthcare  Workers. 

Wiener:  No.  As  described  above,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  should  focus  on 
the  basics  of  running  city  govern¬ 
ment.  not  international  affairs.  The 
board  is  not  a  debating  society. 


Wiener:  We  need  to  begin  by  deter¬ 
mining  the  city  services  that  we  can¬ 
not  do  without — the  services  without 
which  the  city  would  suffer  most  sig¬ 
nificantly.  These  include,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  Muni,  public  safety,  core  public 
health  services,  basic  infrastructure 
maintenance,  and  support  for  public 
education.  All  services  will  be 
impacted  by  budget  cuts,  and  we  need 
to  share  the  pain.  But  the  most  critical 
services  should  bear  a  smaller  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  cuts.  If  we  consider  new 
revenues,  they  should  be  largely 
transportation-focused.  For  example. 

I  support  having  a  local  vehicle 
license  fee. 
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6.  Noe  Valley  is  considered  one 
of  the  safest  neighborhoods  in 
the  city.  Yet  a  rash  of  bike 
thefts,  store  break-ins,  and 
robberies  with  guns  has  left  the 
community  on  edge.  How  can 
police  resources  best  be  used  to 
reduce  crime? 


7.  It’s  sad  to  admit,  but  many 
Noe  Valley  parents  leave  the 
city  once  their  children  reach 
school  age,  because  of  concerns 
about  the  public  school  system.

Hemenger:  I  think  lli.u  the  Si  l’l)  is 
using  their  resources  wisely.  We  just 
need  to  pro\  ide  them  more  mid 
improved  resources,  like  improved 
technology  to  assist  them  in  reporting 
and  preventing  crime.  Hut  to  do  that 
requires  money  that  the  city  simply 
does  not  have  at  this  time.  Culling 
vvgsle  and  attracting  business  are  the 
only  ways  to  ensure  that  the  SI  PI) 
remains  fully  staffed  with  officers 
given  the  best  possible  tools  to  com¬ 
plete  their  rounds. 


Hemenger:  liven  though  the  BoS  has 
very  little  influence  on  the  S I -l  SI).  I 
would  suggest  eliminating  the  lottery 
system,  which  fosters  alienation 
among  neighboring  families.  Neigh¬ 
borhood  schools  means  decreased 
expenditures  on  busing  that  could  he 
used  for  other  purposes.  Measures  to 
correct  waste,  e.g..  hiring  financial 
auditors  to  take  a  look  at  the  District's 
books,  will  help  keep  the  classrooms 
as  small  and  increase  teacher  pay.  as 
well  as  prov  ide  for  afterschool  pro¬ 
grams. 


Hemenger:  Supporting  Prop.  G  is  a 
start.  We  need  long-term  sustainabil¬ 
ity  of  our  transit  system.  We  need  to 
make  it  safe,  reliable,  clean,  and  mod¬ 
ern.  We  have  the  power  to  stand  up  to 
the  unions  and  to  take  back  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  MTA.  We  must  consider 
efforts  to  extend  Muni  rail  lines  to 
additional  parts  of  the  city,  as  well  as 
dedicated  bus  lanes,  e.g.,  up  and 
down  Van  Ness  and  perhaps  the 
Geary  corridor. 


Hemenger:  The  chief  lesson  is  that 
decisions  like  this  cannot  be  merely 
foisted  upon  citizenry.  Neighbors 
need  purchase  into  ideas  like  this.  The 
City  needs  to  solicit  input  in  order  to 
achieve  consensus.  However,  once  a 
decision  is  made  to  proceed  with  a 
plan  along  the  lines  of  a  Pavement  to 
Parks  program,  we  need  to  put  very 
strict  time  limits  on  the  process. 
Analysis  paralysis  is  the  death  of 
many  good,  well-intentioned  ideas. 


Hemenger:  If  the  neighborhood  can 
reach  consensus  on  the  issue,  1  would 
support  it.  Parks  and  open  space  are 
critical  to  the  livability  of  dense  urban 
environments.  We  need,  however,  to 
focus  first  on  our  existing  assets — the 
present,  existing  parks  and  public 
spaces — and  first  make  sure  they  are 
well  maintained  and  utilized.

Mandelman:  My  priority  is  to  ensure 
that  public  safety  resources  are  used 
effectively.  I  support  Supervisor 
Mirkarimi’s  Community  Policing  and 
Foot  Patrols  measure  as  well  as  cost- 
effective  alternatives  to  reduce  crime 
and  improve  quality  of  life.  These 
include  better  street-lighting,  graffiti 
abatement,  expanded  youth  programs, 
more  social  service  outreach  to 
reduce  concenu  ations  of  street  peo¬ 
ple,  and  support  for  the  community 
patrols  and  Patrol  Special  police  that 
have  been  used  so  successfully  in 
several  District  8  neighborhoods. 

Mandelman:  The  school  dilemma 
confronting  Noe  Valley  parents  is  not 
new.  When  1  arrived  in  San  Francisco 
25  years  ago,  my  grandmother 
promptly  enrolled  me  in  a  private 
school,  which  I  was  able  to  attend 
thanks  to  generous  financial  aid.  1  am 
grateful  for  that  education,  but  the 
reality  is  that  we  simply  must  rebuild 
the  capacity  of  our  public  schools.  As 
supervisor,  I  will  be  a  fierce  advocate 
for  more  resources  for  our  public 
schools. 


Mandelman:  The  biggest  obstacle  to 
our  having  a  great  transit  system  is 
historic  and  ongoing  underfunding  of 
Muni.  Having  worked  to  pass  Propo¬ 
sition  A  in  2007, 1  was  frustrated  to 
learn  that  most  of  the  additional  rev¬ 
enue  we  worked  so  hard  for  through 
that  measure  had  been  diverted  to 
other  departments.  We  need  to  restore 
that  revenue  and  find  new  revenue  for 
Muni.  I  also  support  efforts  to  reform 
the  governance  of  the  MTA. 


Mandelman:  Definitely.  There  is  a 
need  for  more  community  planning  in 
Noe  Valley.  Neighbors  objected  as 
much  to  the  process  by  which  they 
heard  about  the  plaza  proposal  as  to 
the  proposal  itself.  As  supervisor,  1 
hope  to  initiate  broader  and  inclusive 
discussions  about  what  changes  Noe 
Valleyans  would  like  to  see  in  their 
neighborhood,  and  1  think  if  those 
conversations  led  to  proposals  for 
street  closures  at  appropriate 
locations,  there  would  be  far  less 
resistance. 

Mandelman:  1  do. 


Mandelman:  Prop.  B:  Oppose.  This 
measure  would  make  it  harder  for 
lower-income  workers  to  provide 
health  care  for  their  children.  Pension 
reforms  should  be  structured  to 
reduce  the  impact  on  lower-income 
workers. 

I  will  vote  for  Prop.  G  with  some 
misgivings.  I  do  not  believe  operator 
salaries  belong  in  the  charter.  How¬ 
ever,  I  feel  certain  provisions  of  Prop. 
G  place  an  unfair  burden  on  drivers  in 
arbitration  with  the  MTA. 

Prop.  L:  Oppose.  Existing  laws 
already  provide  an  adequate  legal 
framework  for  law  enforcement  to 
address  this  problem,  and  the  policy 
question  is  how  to  get  more  police 
walking  a  beat  and  enforcing  existing 
laws. 

Mandelman:  Independent  Nature, 
the  garden  shop  at  1504  Church.

Neigh¬ 
bors  mistrusted  the  Pavement  to 
Parks  process  because  they  felt  forced 
into  a  decision  without  sufficient 
community  input.  1  applaud  how  the 
Town  Square  proposal  was  handled. 
Bringing  in  a  third  party  like  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Parks  Council  to  facilitate 
the  process  is  the  best  way  to  handle 
neighborhood  decisions.  This  is  the 
kind  of  process  I  would  bring  as 
supervisor. 

Prozan:  YES.  Noe  Valley  feels  like  a 
small  town  in  many  ways — neighbors 
know  each  other  and  have  relation¬ 
ships  with  small  business  owners  in 
the  neighborhood.  The  town  square 
proposal  is  an  excellent  idea  that 
complements  the  character  of  Noe 
Valley.  Just  like  the  farmer's  market, 
it  will  create  a  sense  of  community 
and  provide  much  needed  open  space 
for  parents,  kids,  and  community 
members. 

Prozan:  Prop.  B — No.  Increasing 
city  employee  financial  contributions 
to  health  benefits  and  pension  pro¬ 
grams  is  necessary.  However,  dou¬ 
bling  healthcare  costs  discourages 
persons  from  maintaining  insurance 
coverage,  and  that  is  a  risk  we  cannot 
afford. 

Prop.  G — Yes.  While  drivers  can¬ 
not  be  blamed  entirely  for  Muni's 
finances,  something  must  be  done  to 
fix  Muni.  This  is  a  much-needed  first 
step  toward  turning  Muni  around. 

Prop.  L — No.  As  a  prosecutor,  I'm 
not  convinced  “sit/lie"  will  have  the 
desired  effect — meaningful  progress 
to  our  homeless  population.  I  will 
continue  to  advocate  for  meaningful 
progress  such  as  a  Community  Justice 
Center  for  the  Castro. 

Prozan:  Besides  Bernie's  Cafe  or  the 
martinis  at  Noe  Valley  Tavern,  my 
favorite  hangout  these  days  is  my 
campaign  office  on  Church  and  24th 
Street.

Wiener:  I  support  Chief  Gascon's 
efforts  to  modernize  the  Police 
Department.  By  having  better  and 
more  real-time  technology  and  inves¬ 
tigation  practices,  the  department  will 
be  more  effective  in  preventing  and 
investigating  crime.  The  community 
also  needs  to  be  involved  in  neighbor¬ 
hood  safety.  We  cannot  rely  exclu¬ 
sively  on  the  police.  When  the  Castro 
experienced  a  spike  in  violent  crime, 

I  co-founded  Castro  Community  on 
Patrol.  This  and  other  community 
policing  models  are  valuable  supple¬ 
ments  to  the  police. 

Wiener:  Families  must  har  e  access 
to  great  public  schools.  This  means 
making  all  schools  as  good  as  they 
can  he.  through  funding  as  well  as 
encouraging  parental  involvement. 

We  also  need  to  keep  pressure  oil  the 
school  board  to  ensure  that  the  school 
assignment  system  is  not  driving  fam¬ 
ilies  out  of  the  city.  The  city  also  must 
provide  families  with  good  trans¬ 
portation  options  and  recreational 
opportunities — a  reliable  and  sale 
Muni  and  well-maintained  recre¬ 
ational  facilities. 


Wiener:  We  need  to  pass  Prop.  G 
(Fix  Muni  Now)  to  get  control  of 
Muni's  costs  and  thus  put  more 
money  into  service.  We  also  need  to 
make  smart  physical  changes  to  the 
system,  such  as  Bus  Rapid  Transit, 
better  spacing  of  bus  stops,  and  mov¬ 
ing  away  from  cash  fares  in  order  to 
speed  the  boarding  process.  And  we 
need  to  do  a  much  better  job  main¬ 
taining  Muni’s  infrastructure. 


Wiener:  The  primary  lesson  is  that 
when  considering  significant  changes 
to  the  neighborhood,  we  need  to  have 
a  strong  process  so  that  everyone  is  at 
the  table  at  the  beginning.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  and  through  no  fault  of  the 
Noe  Valley  leaders  involved,  City 
Hall  announced  the  project  before  a 
collaborative  process  had  begun.  As  a 
result,  unnecessary  tension  and  divi¬ 
sion  occurred.  In  the  future,  I  am  con¬ 
fident  that  we  will  avoid  this  kind  of 
situation. 


Wiener:  I  strongly  support  the  town 
square  idea.  It  will  create  usable  and 
well-located  public  space  for  the 
neighborhood,  will  be  a  great  place 
for  people  to  get  to  know  their  neigh¬ 
bors,  and  will  strengthen  a  neighbor¬ 
hood  that  is  already  quite  strong. 


Wiener:  I  do  not  support  Prop.  B, 
because  it  will  dramatically  increase 
the  cost  to  employees  of  insuring 
their  children's  health.  If  Prop.  B 
loses,  I  will  work  to  bring  forward  a 
pension  reform  measure  that  focuses 
on  pensions. 

I  strongly  support  Prop.  G  and 
share  my  campaign  headquarters  with 
the  Prop.  G  campaign.  Supervisor 
Sean  Elsbernd,  who  sponsored  Prop. 
G,  has  endorsed  my  candidacy. 

I  support  the  sit/lie  ordinance.  The 
street  behavior  in  some  areas  of  San 
Francisco  is  unacceptable,  and  the 
police  currently  do  not  have  the  tools 
to  deal  effectively  with  it.

St.  Philip  Church 
Embarks  on  Its 
Second  Century 
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own  Roman  Catholic  church.  In  1910,  the 
Catholic  hierarchy  granted  the  commu¬ 
nity’s  wish  and  planted  the  seed  for  what 
would  become  a  Noe  Valley  landmark: 
St.  Philip  the  Apostle  Church. 

This  month,  St.  Philip  Parish  celebrates 
the  church’s  historic  100th  birthday  with 
a  centennial  mass — a  liturgical  candle¬ 
blowing  for  a  party  that  has  been  going 
on  all  year. 

San  Francisco  Archbishop  George  H. 
Niederauer  will  deliver  the  special  mass 
Oct.  17  at  St.  Philip  Church,  at  Elizabeth 
and  Diamond  streets.  He  also  will  bless  a 
life-size  wooden  statue  of  Saint  Philip 
that  was  hand-carved  in  Italy  and  recently 
installed  in  the  sanctuary. 

The  archbishop  will  praise  the  church 
as  "an  anchor  in  the  Noe  Valley  neighbor¬ 
hood,”  and  for  ministering  to  five  gerter- 
ations  of  parish  residents.  “The  centen¬ 
nial. ..is  a  time  to  remember  past 
blessings,  to  celebrate  contemporary  vi¬ 
tality.  and  to  anticipate  joyfully  the  future 
role  of  the  parish  in  the  lives  of  parish¬ 
ioners,”  Niederauer  says. 

The  anniversary  observance  will  con¬ 
tinue  Dec.  5,  when  the  St.  Philip’s  adult 
choir  performs  Antonio  Vivaldi’s  Gloria 
and  the  youth  choir  presents  selections 
from  Handel’s  Messiah. 

Birthday  festivities  began  in  the  spring 
with  a  music  concert.  The  annual  St. 
Philip  Parish  Festival,  held  last  month, 
also  was  dedicated  to  the  centennial.  The 
family-oriented  event  on  Sept.  24-26 
drew  hundreds  of  people  from  through¬ 
out  the  city  for  three  days  of  dancing, 
music,  games,  and  a  mostaccioli  pasta 
dinner. 

Eight  Pastors  Leading  the  Flock 

Today,  approximately  700  families  at¬ 
tend  services  at  St.  Philip’s.  They  worship 
in  a  building  whose  Romanesque  archi¬ 
tecture  is  embroidered  with  24  stained- 
glass  windows,  milled  by  French  artisans 
and  lovingly  restored.  A  green  shamrock 
painted  on  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the 
building’s  entrance  is  a  daily  reminder  of 
the  church’s  Irish  heritage. 

During  its  long  history,  St.  Philip’s  has 
had  eight  pastors,  all  Irish  and  mostly 
from  the  old  country — that  is  until  the 
2004  arrival  of  Father  Tony  LaTorre,  a 
slight,  curly-haired  cleric  whose  warmth 
softens  his  religious  rectitude. 

“I’m  the  first  non-Irish  pastor  of  this 
parish,”  says  LaTorre,  with  a  smile.  The 
62-year-old  priest,  who  has  Italian  ances¬ 
try,  previously  served  at  St.  Charles 
Church  in  San  Carlos. 

Last  month,  LaTorre  and  several  long¬ 
time  parishioners — Patricia  Del  Carlo, 
Linda  Siemers,  Theresa  Erkkila,  and  Bill 
Yenne — gave  the  Voice  an  overview  of 
the  church’s  multi-layered  history.  They 
gathered  inside  the  church,  which  re¬ 
cently  underwent  a  nearly  $500,000  ren¬ 
ovation.  The  building’s  new  burnish 
would  have  mightily  impressed  the  orig¬ 
inal  congregants,  who  first  met  in  an  old 
workshop  on  24th  Street. 

An  Easy  Walk  to  Church 

In  1910,  one  of  the  hubs  of  Noe  Valley 
was  at  24th  and  Douglass  streets,  two 
blocks  from  where  the  number  1 1 -trolley 
line  terminated  at  Hoffman  Avenue. 
There  were  a  handful  of  businesses  in  the 
area,  but  no  place  of  worship  for  the 
Catholic  devout. 

“It  was  a  community  of  basically 
working-class  people,  and  they  didn’t 
have  a  lot  of  transportation.  They  needed 
to  have  a  Catholic  church  there,"  says 
Erkkila,  a  22nd  Street  resident  who  joined 


St.  Philip’s  nine  years  after  she  and  her 
husband  moved  to  Noe  Valley  in  1971 . 

The  steep  hill  separating  Noe  and  Eu¬ 
reka  valleys  dissuaded  residents  from  at¬ 
tending  the  nearest  church,  Most  Holy 
Redeemer  at  Diamond  and  18th  streets. 
St.  James  was  downhill  more  than  a  mile 
away  at  23rd  and  Guerrero  streets,  mak¬ 
ing  for  a  wearying  climb  home  from  the 
Mission  District.  “You  had  to  cross  three 
creeks  to  get  to  church,”  notes  Del  Carlo, 
79,  a  parish  member  since  moving  to  Noe 
Valley  in  1953. 

The  flattest  terrain  led  to  St.  Paul’s 
Church  in  the  German  immigrant  strong¬ 
hold  at  Church  and  29th  streets.  It  too  was 
a  mile-long  trek  from  Diamond  Street. 

After  Archbishop  Patrick  Riordan  gave 
approval  for  a  local  parish,  the  job  to  es¬ 
tablish  the  new  congregation  fell  to  Fa¬ 
ther  John  Cullen,  a  mild-mannered  priest 
from  County  Cavan,  Ireland. 

The  relatively  small  parish  was  carved 
from,  a  trio  of  adjacent  Catholic  commu¬ 
nities.  'Its  borders  today  are  2 1  st  Street  on 
the  north,  Castro  Street  on  the  east,  Dun¬ 
can  Street  on  the  south,  and  Burnett  Av¬ 
enue  and  Romain  on  the  west. 

The  new  parish  was  named  in  honor  of 
Saint  Philip  the  Apostle,  one  of  Jesus’  1 2 


disciples.  The  first  chapel,  albeit  a  tem¬ 
porary  one,  was  a  converted  workshop  at 
4296  24th  Street,  now  the  site  of  the  An¬ 
imal  Company  pet  store.  Cullen  rented  an 
upper  flat  a  few  doors  away  at  4262  24th 
Street,  which  he  used  as  his  parochial  res¬ 
idence  for  nearly  two  years. 

St.  Philip’s  quickly  outgrew  the  space, 
and  parishioners  built  a  new  church 
nearby  on  Elizabeth  Street,  which  opened 
in  1 9 1 4.  Cullen  later  launched  a  fundrais¬ 
ing  drive  for  an  even  larger  church,  the 
current  sanctuary,  which  was  erected  at  a 
cost  of  $71,000.  The  first  mass  in  the 
present-day  building  was  held  in  1925. 

Evolving  Demographics 

Over  the  next  50  years,  Noe  Valley  ex¬ 
perienced  two  social  changes  that  had  a 
significant  impact  on  the  congregation’s 
makeup,  according  to  a  church  history,  St. 
Philip's  Diamond  Jubilee,  published  in 
1985. 

The  first,  occurring  during  and  after 
World  War  II,  was  an  influx  of  Italian, 
Mexican,  and  South  American  immi¬ 
grants,  many  of  whom  found  their  way  to 
the  church.  The  second  was  a  wave  of  sin¬ 
gles  and  young  couples,  part  of  the  “coun¬ 
terculture”  movement  of  the  1960s  and 


'70s.  Attracted  to  the  warm  weather  and 
relatively  low-cost  housing,  the  newcom¬ 
ers  settled  in  the  neighborhood  and  began 
raising  families. 

At  one  time.  Latinos  had  enough  of  a 
presence  at  St.  Philip’s  that  the  church 
held  festivals  in  December  with  mariachi 
music  accompanying  the  mass,  to  cele¬ 
brate  Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe — a  virgin 
revered  in  Mexico. 

St.  Philip’s  retains  its  multicultural  fla¬ 
vor.  Many  Latinos  still  attend — though  in 
diminished  numbers  in  recent  decades — 
along  with  a  small  number  of  African- 
American  and  Filipino  worshipers. 

The  church  also  has  a  contingent  of  gay 
and  lesbian  families,  says  LaTorre. 
“They’re  very  active.  They  get  right  in 
there  and  roll  up  their  sleeves.  They’re 
welcomed.” 

School  Enrollment  Up 

When  St.  Philip's  blossomed  in  the 
1950s  and  ’60s,  so  did  the  affiliated  St. 
Philip  School,  located  next  door.  Pastor 
John  Cantillon,  a  colorful  but  sometimes 
cantankerous  priest,  was  the  driving  force 
behind  the  school,  raising  funds  with  a 
bingo-type  game  that  attracted  players 
from  across  the  city.  (He  also,  reputedly, 
donated  his  own  racetrack  winnings.) 

The  K-8  school,  at  665  Elizabeth 
Street,  first  opened  in  1938  with  156  boys 
and  girls.  Enrollment  hit  300  in  the  1 980s, 
but  began  to  decline  until  LaTorre  ar¬ 
rived.  “It  was  1 80  when  I  came  here  seven 
years  ago,  and  now  it’s  225,”  says  LaTorre. 
The  school  currently  has  60  students  and 
a  waiting  list  in  its  pre-kindergarten  pro¬ 
gram,  which  started  three  years  ago. 

The  school  also  attracts  parents  to  the 
church.  “It’s  one  of  the  drawing  cards,” 
says  LaTorre.  “They  might  live  some¬ 
where  else  in  the  city... but  they  end  up 
becoming  parishioners.” 

Hot  Meals  for  the  Elderly 

The  contemporary  church  has  a  strong 
social  and  civic  agenda.  “We  are  trying  to 
focus  on  greater  community  outreach,” 
LaTorre  says.  “We  are  trying  to  get  away 
from  just  our  own  little  congregation  and 
spread  out  as  best  we  can.” 

Seven  months  ago,  for  example,  the 
church’s  men’s  club  started  a  program  to 
deliver  hot  meals — “no  questions 
asked” — to  the  elderly,  the  sick,  or  any¬ 
one  facing  hunger.  A  food  drive  last  No¬ 
vember  and  December  brought  in  9,000 
pounds  of  provisions  that  were  distrib¬ 
uted  to  three  charitable  organizations. 

Next  month,  St.  Philip’s  will  provide 
the  venue  for  Project  Open  Hand’s  senior 
lunch  program,  which  must  leave  its 
longtime  home  at  the  Noe  Valley  Min¬ 
istry.  That’s  because  the  Presbyterian 
Church  is  scheduled  to  close  for  at  least 
a  year  for  major  renovations.  “I  read  in 
the  Noe  Valley  Voice  that  they  were  clos¬ 
ing”  and  were  seeking  an  alternative 
space  for  the  meal  program,  LaTorre  says. 
“So  I  made  a  couple  of  phone  calls,  and 
they  accepted  the  offer.  We  are  excited 
about  the  seniors  coming  over  here.” 

For  the  past  five  years.  Boys  Hope 
Girls  Hope,  a  national  program  that  pro¬ 
vides  stable  homes  for  at-risk  children, 
has  operated  a  house  for  nine  boys  in  St. 
Philip’s  old  school  convent.  And  the 
church  also  is  deeply  involved  with  the 
charitable  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society. 

“At  Thanksgiving,  we  had  a  food  drive 
for  the  entire  month,  and  we  collect  coats 
for  the  wintertime — and  we’ll  do  it  again 
this  year,”  says  Siemers.  The  congregation 
also  will  raise  funds  for  families  living  in 
homeless  shelters  as  well  as  “sponsor”  a 
family  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

Proud  of  Renovations 

One  of  St.  Philip’s  pearls  is  its  Parish 
Hall,  which  underwent  a  $1  million  ren¬ 
ovation  nine  years  ago.  The  400-capacity

facility  has  become  a  magnet  for  commu¬ 
nity  gatherings,  ranging  from  Pavement 
to  Parks  workshops  to  San  Francisco  His¬ 
tory  Association  meetings.  It  is  also  the 
regular  venue  for  weekly  Alcoholics 
Anonymous  and  Overeaters  Anonymous 
groups. 

“It’s  the  community  spirit  of  St. 
Philip’s  that  I  enjoy,”  says  Siemers,  70, 
who  lives  in  nearby  Miraloma  Park.  “It’s 


not  only  a  place  where  I  come  to  worship, 
but  a  place  where  I  come  to  be  with  my 
friends.” 

LaTorre  ranks  the  newly  refurbished 
church  among  his  proudest  accomplish¬ 
ments.  The  inspiration  came  from  above. 

“We  started  out  with  a  leaky  roof’  that 
became  evident  during  mass,  he  says.  “Of 
course,  when  you  have  a  new  roof,  you 
have  to  replace  the  carpets.  That  led  to 
painting  the  interior.  And  then  to  look  at 
all  this  new  beautiful  painting  and  carpet¬ 
ing,  we  had  to  have  a  new  lighting  sys¬ 
tem.  So  the  outside  looked  dull,  and  we 
had  to  landscape  the  outside.” 

LaTorre  praised  the  St.  Philip’s  congre¬ 
gation  for  reaching  “deep  into  their  pock¬ 
ets”  to  pay  for  the  work. 

“Now,”  he  says,  “it  looks  spic  and  span.” 


Join  the  Belfry  Society 

From  the  time  he  moved  into  Noe  Valley  in  1975,  Bill  Yenne  had  always 
enjoyed  the  rhythmic  peal  of  the  bell  at  St.  Philip  Church,  which  summoned 
the  faithful  to  worship.  Then  it  dawned  on  him  one  day  that  he  had  not  heard 
the  bell  ringing  in  years. 

Yenne  and  another  parishioner,  Todd  Siemers,  climbed  into  the  belfry  and 
discovered  that  the  antique,  manually  operated  bronze  bell  was  broken.  That 
was  in  1995. 

“I  went  home  [where]  I  happened  to  have  some  motor  oil,”  said  Yenne,  an 
Alvarado  Street  resident.  “We  lubricated  the  axle  with  10-30  oil  and  got  it  so 
it  moved  smoothly.” 

Their  affection  for  the  bell  prompted  Yenne  and  Siemers  to  establish  the 
St.  Philip’s  Belfry  Society.  Yenne,  a  historian,  found  that  the  bell  was 
fabricated  in  the  1 890s,  and  suspected  that  it  might  have  been  salvaged  from 
another  church  demolished  after  the  1 906  quake. 

For  several  years,  the  Belfry  Society  entered  a  float  in  the  annual  St. 
Patrick’s  Day  parade,  once  coming  home  with  a  Best  Float  award. 

Volunteers  ring  the  bell  10  minutes  before  the  10:30  a.m.  Sunday  mass  and 
before  the  5  p.m.  Saturday  mass.  Now,  the  church  is  looking  for  new 
volunteers  to  carry  on  the  tradition.  If  you’re  interested,  contact  St.  Philip’s

condensation.” 

The  project  was  located  in  the  borough 
of  Islington,  in  the  center  of  the  city.  To¬ 
day  the  neighborhood  is  posh — former 
Prime  Minister  Tony  Blair  lived  there  in 
the  1990s — but  when  the  60-year-old 
Hendrick  was  a  child  in  the  1950s  and 
’60s,  it  was  "horrible,  with  bombed-out 
ruins  [from  World  War  II],  We  kids  played 
on  old  piles  of  rubble  because  that’s  what 
you  did.” 

Looking  at  her  paintings — mostly 
acrylics  on  canvas — you  can  easily  tell 
that  Hendrick’s  childhood  has  had  a  last¬ 
ing  effect  on  her  psyche.  Her  painting 
“Half  of  What  We’ve  Been  Through”  de¬ 
picts  three  little  boys  wearing  World  War 
II-era  British  army  helmets  and  playing 
on  some  of  the  rubble  she  describes.  An¬ 
other,  “Walkin’  Just  the  Same,”  shows  a 
woman  pushing  an  old-fashioned  baby 
buggy,  or  pram  as  they  say  in  the  U.K.,  a 
little  girl  by  her  side.  The  woman’s  coat, 
with  its  wide  shoulders,  hearkens  back  to 
the  fashion  trends  of  the  1 950s. 

As  the  oldest  of  seven  children  with  a 
father  who  was  often  not  around,  Hen¬ 
drick  held  three  jobs  at  the  age  of  16. 
While  helping  her  mother  support  the 
family,  she  dreamed  of  a  future  filled  with 
travel  and  adventure.  That  finally  hap¬ 
pened  when  she  was  2 1 ,  and  all  because 
of  the  way  she  speaks.  A  recruitment 
agency  helped  her  get  ajob  as  a  legal  sec¬ 
retary  in  Chicago. 

"The  agency  worked  for  American 
companies  that  wanted  receptionists  and 
secretaries  with  British  accents,”  she  says 
with  a  smile.  She  made  her  way  to  San 
Francisco  in  1 972,  where  she  met  the  man 
she  would  marry.  They  bought  a  house  on 
Jersey  Street  in  1977,  and  Hendrick  still 
lives  there.  She  and  her  husband  divorced 
in  1990.  They  have  one  daughter,  Emily, 
who  is  24. 

Hendrick  loved  drawing  and  painting 
from  an  early  age,  but  got  more  serious  in 
her  40s.  For  the  past  1 5  years,  she  has 
worked  as  a  fulltime  artist.  She  has  exhib¬ 
ited  at  Caffe  Museo  in  the  Museum  of 
Modem  Art,  as  well  as  at  numerous  gal¬ 
leries  and  cafes  around  the  Bay  Area. 

The  struggles  families  sometimes  face 
often  come  up  in  Hendrick’s  work,  as  do 
images  of  children  and  women.  While  her 
own  London  roots  are  a  huge  influence, 
Hendrick  finds  inspiration  in  Noe  Valley, 
too.  “I  go  to  Martha  Brothers  for  coffee 
every  morning,  and  perhaps  I’ll  see  a 
group  of  young  women  pushing  their 
three-wheeled  buggies,  and  it  gets  me 
thinking  about  the  times  I’d  see  women 
walking  down  the  streets  in  London  with 
little  kids,”  she  says. 

Even  though  the  past  infuses  her  work, 
Hendrick’s  bestselling  print,  “Untitled 
(Three  Girls),”  has  a  more  modem  feel. 
The  viewer  sees  the  backs  of  three  young 


girls  sitting  side  by  side  on  a  carriage.  One 
wears  a  baseball  cap,  while  the  other  two 
have  their  hair  done  up  in  careless  pony¬ 
tails.  Paint  appears  to  be  dripping  off  the 
canvas — one  of  Hendrick’s  trademarks.  The 
original  canvas,  which  sold  for  $6,000,  is 
owned  by  Kaiser  Hospital  in  Oakland. 

Currently,  Hendrick,  who  earned  her 
BFA  and  a  teaching  credential  in  1994 
from  Mills  College,  is  working  on  a  paint¬ 
ing  of  a  flamenco  dancer  and  a  female 
bullfighter.  Each  image  was  inspired  by  a 
movie,  the  first  Strictly  Ballroom,  an  Aus¬ 
tralian  comedy  about  competitive  danc¬ 
ing,  and  the  second  Talk  to  Her,  a  Span¬ 
ish  film  about  a  female  bullfighter  who 
gets  injured.  “I  like  to  put  subjects  to¬ 
gether  from  different  narratives  and  cre¬ 
ate  a  new  one.  It’s  the  story  that  interests 
me.”  The  painting  will  be  ready  for  San 
Francisco  Open  Studios  this  month. 

Hendrick’s  studio  is  not  in  her  home, 
but  at  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Studios. 
She  also  teaches  watercolor  classes  and 
gives  workshops  there.  She  admits  that  as 
a  working  artist  she  has  felt  the  effects  of 
the  recession.  “For  the  people  who  can  af¬ 
ford  my  original  canvases,  which  go  for 
$4,000  to  $6,000,  the  economy  hasn’t 
fazed  them.  But  for  those  who  buy  my 
limited-edition  framed  prints,  things  that 
are  in  the  $400  to  $600  range,  they’re  tak¬ 
ing  more  time  to  think  over  such  a  pur¬ 
chase.”  Most  of  her  paintings  or  prints  are 
about  three  feet  wide  by  four  feet  high. 

Never  one  to  shy  away  from  hard  work, 
Hendrick  is  a  member  of  the  Society  of 
Visual  Artists.  The  organization  puts  on 
artist  fairs  in  tourist  locations  like  Union 
Square.  For  that,  Hendrick  paints  San

Francisco  scenes  such  as  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge,  cable  cars,  and  the  Palace  of  Fine 
Arts.  She  keeps  these  prints  small-scale 
and  puts  them  in  matte  frames  that  are 
easy  for  tourists  to  pack  in  their  luggage. 
They  sell  for  $20  to  $40.  “It’s  a  com¬ 
pletely  different  thing,"  Hendrick  says. 

Hendrick  prefers  figure  painting  to 
landscapes,  and  she  often  paints  her  sub¬ 
jects  facing  away  from  the  viewer  or  from 
the  back.  If  the  person  in  the  painting  is 
facing  forward,  his  or  her  face  is  quite  of¬ 
ten  nearly  blank.  “I’m  going  for  a  timeless¬ 
ness,  a  universal  quality,”  she  explains.  “1 
want  people  who  look  at  my  paintings  to 
make  up  their  own  stories.  They  are  nar¬ 
rative,  but  they  could  be  about  anything. 
That’s  why  I  keep  the  faces  vague.  It’s 
whatever  you  want  it  to  be.”

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New  Leaf  Clinic  to  Close 

Harsh  economic  times  have  forced  mental  health  services  provider  New  Leaf 
to  close  its  doors  this  month,  ending  a  35-year  commitment  to  serving  the 
special  needs  of  the  gay  community. 

New  Leaf  provided  an  array  of  mental  health,  substance  abuse,  and  HIV/AIDS 
services  at  its  offices  at  1390  Market  Street.  Recently  the  organization  faced  in¬ 
creasing  lease  and  healthcare  costs,  making  it  impossible  to  continue  to  operate. 

"I  think  we  forever  changed  the  face  of  mental  health  and  substance  abuse  ser¬ 
vices  for  the  LGBT  community,”  says  Ricki  Boden,  a  27th  Street  resident  who 
served  as  New  Leaf’s  director  of  women’s  mental  health  services  from  1977  to 
1998.  Boden  created  a  respected  intern  training  program,  which  like  other  pieces 
of  New  Leaf,  will  now  be  shifted  to  other  providers  in  San  Francisco.  After  Oct. 
15,  clients  can  seek  mental  health  and  substance  abuse  services  at  the  Lyon  Mar¬ 
tin  Health  Center,  H1V/A1DS  and  mental  health  services  at  the  AIDS  Health  Proj¬ 
ect,  and  substance  abuse  services  at  the  San  Francisco  AIDS  Foundation. 

The  need  for  New  Leaf,  which  began  as  Operation  Concern  in  1974,  was  real¬ 
ized  in  the  gay  bars  of  the  Castro — the  most  popular  and  perhaps  safest  place  for 
men  to  socialize  safely.  Bartenders  and  others  heard  story  after  story  of  patrons 
who  had  no  place  to  get  mental  health  services  that  looked  beyond  sexual  orien¬ 
tation.  Boden  says. 

"Up  until  then  there  were  no  gay-identified  services,"  she  says.  The  program 
started  small  but  quickly  grew,  offering  individual  therapy  and  family  support  ser¬ 
vices  as  well  as  a  wide  range  of  group  therapies.  Clients  were  not  the  only  bene¬ 
ficiaries,  Boden  says.  Therapists,  too,  could  be  open  about  their  sexuality. 

“That  allowed  us  to  do  the  training  program  to  ensure  therapists  being  trained 
were  not  homophobic  and  were  sensitive  to  gay  and  lesbian  issues,”  she  says. 

Barbara  Garcia,  of  the  city’s  Department  of  Public  Health,  says  her  office  is 
working  closely  with  New  Leaf  employees  to  help  them  apply  for  positions  at  other 
counseling  centers. 

“New  Leaf’s  mental  health  intern  program  has  trained  hundreds  of  mental  health 
professionals  that  work  throughout  the  city,  including  here  at  DPH,"  she  says.  "Its 
important  legacy  will  be  continued  by  existing  LGBTQ  community  organizations." 

The  Lyon  Martin  Health  Center  is  located  at  1748  Market  Street  at  Valencia 
Street.  The  AIDS  Health  Project  is  at  1930  Market  Street  near  Guerrero  Street. 
The  San  Francisco  AIDS  Foundation  is  at  One  Sixth  Street  at  Market.

‘A  Little  Calming’ 
in  August 

By  Carrie  M.  Anders 

Noc  Valley  home  buyers  purchased  10 
single-family  homes  in  August — the 
same  as  in  July  but  three  more  than  in  Au¬ 
gust  of  last  year. 

Though  volume  was  steady,  enthusi¬ 
asm  was  down  a  bit  from  the  previous 
month.  In  July,  buyers  on  average  paid  4 
percent  over  the  seller’s  asking  price,  ac¬ 
cording  to  data  supplied  to  the  Voice  by 
Zephyr  Real  Estate.  However,  in  August 
buyers  stuck  pretty  close  to  what  the  sell¬ 
ers  were  asking,  paying  an  average  100 
percent. 

August  experienced  “a  little  calming” 
in  the  amount  people  were  willing  to  pay, 
said  Randall  Kostick,  Zephyr’s  general 
sales  manager.  “I  think  that’s  an  indica¬ 
tion  buyers  aren’t  competing  as  much  for 
available  houses.” 

In  fact,  the  most  expensive  home  sold 
during  the  month — a  four-bedroom,  3.5- 
bath  dwelling  in  the  600  block  of  30th 
Street — went  for  $2.050.000 — $48,000 
below  the  original  asking  price.  The 
2,900-square-foot  house  was  on  the  mar¬ 
ket  for  43  days. 

Condos  Outpace  Homes 

Noe  Valley’s  condominium  sales  were 
relatively  brisk  in  August.  Buyers  pur¬ 
chased  1 1  units,  paying  an  average  99 
percent  of  the  seller’s  list  price.  That  con¬ 
trasts  with  July,  when  8  units  sold  at  an 


average  103  percent  of  asking  price,  and 
with  August  of  2009,  which  recorded 
only  six  sales. 

One  anomaly  was  a  2,540- square-foot, 
three-bedroom,  4.5-bath  condo  located 
on  the  1000  block  of  Sanchez  Street  be¬ 
tween  23rd  and  24th  streets.  The  unit  was 
on  the  market  for  161  days  before  selling 
for  $  1 ,762,500 — nearly  1 6  percent  below 
the  original  $2,095,000  list  price. 

Four  Units  for  the  Price  of  One 

Investors  in  August  showed  an  in¬ 
creased  appetite  for  small  rental  proper¬ 
ties.  Five  buildings  in  the  two-  to  four- 
unit  category  found  new  owners  during 
the  month. 

Generally,  two-unit  buildings  are  sold 
to  partners  who  want  to  convert  them  into 
tenancies-in-common  (TICs)  and  live  in 
the  individual  units — a  less  expensive  al¬ 
ternative  to  single-family  or  condo  own¬ 
ership.  Three  of  the  five  buildings,  how¬ 
ever,  were  four-unit  apartments. 

“It  means  investments  have  loosened 
up  a  little  bit,”  Kostick  said,  noting  that 
money  for  investment  mortgage  loans 
nearly  evaporated  two  years  ago  when  the 
banking  crisis  hit. 

The  most  expensive  small  building 
was  a  four-unit  dwelling  in  the  1300 
block  of  Sanchez  Street,  between  26th 
and  27th  streets.  It  sold  for  $1,150,000, 
or  1 1  percent  below  the  $  1 ,299,000  ask¬ 
ing  price.  ■

This  month,  we  introduce  two 
businesses  that  revolve  around  the  basics 
of  school  and  home.  Alain  Pinel  Realtors 
links  Silicon  Valley  employees  with  Noe 
Valley  living,  and  Kangaroos  Play  and 
Learn  prepares  young  children  for  school. 

Kangaroos  Play  and  Learn 
Activity  Center

If  making  art  and  playing  in  the  park 
sound  like  fun,  then  Kangaroos  Play  and 
Learn  Activity  Center  could  be  the  spot 
for  you.  But  only  if  you  can  count  your 
birthdays  on  one  hand. 

Located  near  the  comer  of  Diamond 
and  24th  streets,  Kangaroos  opened  its 
doors  on  May  1 ,  in  the  storefront  formerly 
occupied  by  Just  Awesome  Games.  The 
preschool  provides  “aplace  where  we  can 
help  children  leam  how  to  socialize,  and 
prepare  them  for  kindergarten,"  says  co¬ 
owner/director  Magda  Bachakashvili. 

Children  enjoy  a  balance  of  play  and 
academics  in  the  classroom,  she  says,  as 
well  as  visits  to  local  playgrounds  such  as 
Noe  Courts  on  Douglass  Street.  They  also 
receive  organic  meals  and  snacks. 

Co-owner/director  Natella  Shtem  says 
a  key  goal  of  the  center  is  teaching  chil¬ 
dren  independence.  But  she  takes  her 
cues  from  the  parents.  “We  cater  to  the  in¬ 
dividual  needs  of  children  and  parents” 
says  Shtem. 

The  two  owners — and  teachers 
Stephanie  Cuff  and  Reem  Ghishan — all 
possess  credentials  for  teaching  music, 
art,  dance,  exercise,  phonics,  math,  read¬ 
ing,  and  computer  skills  to  children.  “Our 
job  is  to  get  them  ready  for  the  real 
world,”  says  Bachakashvili. 

By  limiting  class  size  to  15,  Kangaroos 
maintains  a  ratio  of  two  to  three  children 
per  staff  member. 

Children  as  young  as  2  can  attend  from 
two  to  five  days  per  week  in  three-hour 
sessions:  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Fri¬ 
day  mornings  from  8:30  to  11:30  a.m., 
and  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons 
from  noon  to  3  p.m.

"There  are  a  lot  of  stay-at-home  moms 
who  need  that  perfect  three-hour  [slot]” 
to  get  work  done,  run  errands,  or  care  for 
other  children,  says  Bachakashvili. 

Both  Bachakashvili  and  Shtern  bring 
their  own  children  to  Kangaroos,  where 
according  to  Bachakashvili,  all  of  the 
toys  and  activities  are  “child-tested  by  our 
children.” 

All  sizes  and  shapes  of  painted,  stuffed, 
and  cardboard  kangaroos  liven  up  the 
1 ,000-square-foot  space.  Each  comer  in 
the  room  serves  as  an  activity  center — 
there’s  a  science  table,  a  Lego  table,  a 
pint-sized  wooden  kitchen,  and  a  cozy 
reading  nook.  Brightly  painted  wooden 
blocks  and  an  abacus  sit  atop  colored  bins 
that  store  educational  toys  and  puzzles. 

Students’  names  appear  everywhere  at 
Kangaroos:  on  cubbyholes  featuring  their 
photograph,  at  their  seat  at  the  kid-sized 
tables,  and  in  the  bathroom  where  their 
own  diapers  may  be  stored. 

“We  help  with  potty  training,”  notes 
Bachakashvili.  “We  have  the  parents  start 
the  potty  training  at  home,  and  we  mimic 
the  parents.” 

Classes  cost  $395  per  month  for  atten¬ 
dance  at  two  sessions  a  week,  $495  for 
three  a  week,  and  $595  for  four. 

Parents  are  asked  to  sign  up  for  at  least 
three  months.  “The  smallest  is  three 
months,  to  show  development,”  explains 
Bachakashvili,  “so  the  parents  can  see  the 
level  of  change.” 

On  weekends.  Kangaroos  rents  out  its 
space  for  customized  birthday  parties. 

Shtern  and  Bachakashvili  are  also  the 
founders  of  Kangaroos  Preschool,  which 
they  launched  last  year  on  Lawton  Street 


in  the  Outer  Sunset.  Shtem  says  the  part¬ 
ners  picked  Noe  Valley  for  their  second 
location  because  “we  had  a  lot  of  parents 
from  [Noe  Valley]  in  our  other  school.” 

Bachakashvili  says  she  knew  it  was  the 
right  move  after  spending  time  in  the 
neighborhood.  “It’s  a  stroller  street.  All 
you  see  is  just  strollers  and  moms.”

property  for  less  than  the  amount  of  the 
loan). 

"Our  goal  is  to  do  an  excellent  service 
job  in  all  ends  of  the  market,"  Murray  says. 

In  addition  to  selling  residential  and 
commercial  real  estate  and  managing 
rental  property,  APR  offers  the  services 
of  its  own  private  mortgage  adviser.  Cur¬ 
rently,  the  Noe  Valley  office  and  the 
firm’s  Buchanan  Street  location  share  a 
Wells  Fargo  Bank  loan  underwriter, 
Krista  Lott.

RUMORS 

behind  the  news 


Noe  Knows 

By  Mazook 

PARKLET  PLACE:  When  we  left  you 
last  month,  the  Noe  Valley  Mer¬ 
chants  and  Professionals  Association  was 
getting  ready  to  poll  businesses  in  Noe 
Valley  as  to  their  views  on  “parklets.” 
Those  are  the  platforms  with  seating  and 
potted  plants  that  the  city’s  Pavement  to 
Parks  program  (P2P)  wants  to  try  out  in¬ 
stead  of  parking  places  in  a  couple  of  lo¬ 
cations  on  24th  Street. 

Well,  the  results  are  in,  and  it’s  clear 
that  the  majority  of  shops  think  parklets 
would  be  beneficial. 

The  Merchants  emailed  the  survey  to 
its  88  members  and  also  canvassed  about 
50  non-member  businesses  along  the  24th 
Street  strip.  However,  only  30  business¬ 
es  responded  to  the  poll,  the  Noe  Valley 
Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures  has  been 
sorry  to  leam. 

Of  those  eager  beavers,  about  three- 
quarters  said  they  were  in  favor  of  the 
parklet  concept,  and  two-thirds  said  the 
parklets  would  not  interfere  with  their 
businesses.  (See  box  at  right.) 

Their  choices  for  best  location  for  the 
parklets  were  no  surprise.  They  ranked 
Martha’s  coffee  shop  and  Holey  Bagel 
first,  then  Real  Food’s  old  storefront,  and 
then  the  Toast/Starbucks  corner.  Next 
came  Just  for  Fun,  La  Boulange,  and  the 
Noe  Valley  Ministry  parking  lot  at  24th 
and  Vicksburg. 

The  spots  eventually  chosen  will  de¬ 


pend  not  so  much  on  the  survey,  but  on 
the  businesses’  willingness  to  share  re¬ 
sponsibility— with  the  city  and  our  com¬ 
munity  benefit  district,  the  Noe  Valley 
Association — for  the  upkeep  of  the 
parklets. 

Real  Food  is  not  in  business — it’s  been 
vacant  for  seven  years — so  that’s  out  as  a 
location.  Toast  and  Starbucks,  at  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  24th  and  Noe  streets,  are  on  the 
ground  floor  of  the  Elvira  Building, 
owned  by  the  McFadden  family.  FYI, 
Elvira  resident  Mary  McFadden  con¬ 
firmed  the  rumor  that  when  P2P  asked  the 
family’s  opinion,  the  10  McFadden  sib¬ 
lings  took  a  vote:  two  were  for  parklets 
and  eight  against. 

The  survey  results,  according  to  Mer¬ 
chants  president  Bob  Roddick,  were 
emailed  to  the  city  (and  to  Roddick’s 
email  list)  the  second  week  in  September. 
A  week  later,  Roddick  informed  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  association  that  Andres  Power, 
head  of  Pavement  to  Parks,  had  told  him 
the  sites  settled  upon  by  the  Planning  De¬ 
partment  were  Martha’s  and  Just  for  Fun. 

As  for  confirmation  of  these  sites. 
Power  is  keeping  his  lips  sealed — to  the 
Voice  anyway.  And  our  agents  in  the  field 
haven’t  been  able  to  nail  down  the 
timetable  for  installation. 

We’ve  been  told  to  look  for  a  “Dear 
Noe  Valleyan”  letter  from  P2P  when  all 
the  parties  (property  owners,  business 
owners,  P2P,  and  the  NVA)  have  signed 
the  papers  formalizing  the  parklet  loca¬ 
tions.  Then  we’ll  know  when  the  parklets 
will  be  parked. 


PARKING  FOR  CARS  (not  enough)  is 
always  an  issue  for  the  shops  in  Down¬ 
town  Noe  Valley.  So  the  Merchants  As¬ 
sociation  and  the  NVA  took  the  loss  of 
four  parking  spaces  to  the  parklets  as  an 
opportunity  to  renew  their  13-year  effort 
to  win  more  angled  parking  spots  on  Cas¬

tro  between  24th  and  Clipper.  They  al¬ 
ready  managed  to  get  diagonal  parking  in¬ 
stalled  on  one  block:  the  east  side  of  Cas¬ 
tro  between  Jersey  and  25th  streets  (see 
Voice  March  2005). 

In  August,  NVA  chief  Debra  Niemann 
went  to  a  meeting  of  the  Municipal  Trans¬ 
portation  Agency  (SFMTA)  to  make  a 
pitch  for  more  stripes,  specifically  the 
block  of  Castro  Street  from  24th  to  Jersey. 

The  SFMTA  put  the  request  on  the 
docket  for  a  public  hearing  Sept.  1 7.  Mer¬ 
chants  past  president  Carol  Yenne  gladly 
attended  the  hearing  and  spoke  in  support 
of  the  NVA/Merchants’  plan. 

Well,  the  SFMTA  listened,  and  has  ten¬ 
tatively  agreed  to  create  diagonal  parking 
on  Castro’s  east  side  between  24th  and 
Jersey,  while  keeping  one  parallel  park¬ 
ing  spot  nearest  to  the  bus  stop.  The  net 
gain  in  parking  spots  after  the  reconfigu¬ 
ration  will  be  two  spaces. 

MTA  project  engineer  Manito  Velasco 
confirms  that  the  proposal  with  be  pre¬ 
sented  at  the  next  SFMTA’s  meeting  on 
Oct.  1 9,  when  he  anticipates  it  will  be  ap¬ 
proved.  Velasco  thinks  that  once  ap¬ 
proved,  a  work  order  will  go  out  and  the 
job  could  start  30  to  60  days  after  that.  “It 
could  be  a  little  longer,”  he  warns,  “since 
we  are  currently  in  the  middle  of  a  1,300 
meter-expansion  throughout  the  city.”

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spots,  for  a  total  of  238  car  spaces.  Wal- 
green’s,  which  has  21  spaces,  minus  one 
for  City  CarShare,  was  included  in  the 
paid  parking. 

Merchants  president  Roddick,  for  one, 
takes  exception  to  the  MTA’s  numbers, 
especially  the  paid  off-street  slots.  He 
points  out  that  the  Ministry  lot  at  3865 
24th  Street  has  29  stalls;  however,  three 
are  occupied  by  the  Donation  Dumpster 
and  13  have  been  reserved^  leaving  only 
13  available  to  the  public. 

“As  to  Walgreen’s,”  Roddick  contin¬ 
ues,  “the  people  have  the  right  to  park  in 
the  Walgreen’s  lot  free  for  one  hour  while 
shopping  or  conducting  business  of  any 
kind  anywhere  in  Noe  Valley.  This  lot  is 
not  for  the  exclusive  use  of  Walgreen’s 
customers.  The  Friends  of  Noe  Valley 
brokered  this  agreement  with  the  other 
neighborhood  organizations’  and  com¬ 
munity  support.” 

Don’t  worry,  there’s  no  way  we’ll  for¬ 
get  that  piece  of  information.

A  LITTLE  HELP  FROM  MY  FRIENDS: 
The  Friends  of  Noe  Valley  had  its  annual 
meeting  on  Tuesday  evening,  Sept.  28.  It 
was  attended  by  almost  50  neighbors  and 
Friends  at  James  Lick  Middle  School  on 
Noe  Street.  Many  attendees  were  quite 
happy  to  find  that  free  parking  was  avail¬ 
able  on  the  Lick  playground. 

The  first  order  of  business,  after  the 
meeting  was  called  to  order  by  outgoing 
president  Richard  May,  was  the  election 
of  officers  and  directors  for  the  coming 
year.  Todd  David  was  elected  president, 
Gerda  Hurter  V.R,  Beth  Daecher  treasur¬ 
er,  and  Elizabeth  U  ngar  the  ne  w  secretary. 
All  officers  are  automatically  on  the 
group’s  board  of  directors. 

There  were  16  people  running  for  the 
remaining  15  slots  on  the  board,  the  max¬ 
imum  permitted  by  the  Friends’  bylaws. 
According  to  FNV  founder  and  its  first 
president  Claire  Pilcher,  who  attended  the 
meeting,  that  was  the  largest  number  of 
would-be  members  of  the  board  in  the 
group’s  40-year  history  (FNV  was  orga¬ 
nized  in  1971).  “There  were  some  years 
in  the  seventies  when  we  had  to  struggle 
to  have  the  minimum  [seven]  on  the 
board,”  noted  Pilcher. 

The  1 5  elected  were  Tom  Abbott,  Phyl¬ 
lis  Ball,  John  Cuneo,  Pierre  Hurter,  An¬ 
drew  Keeler  (incumbent),  Yvonne  Gim- 
mel  Keene,  Peggy  Klinge,  Doug  Lockyer, 
Linda  Lockyer,  Debbie  Meyers,  Joel 
Panzer,  Erin  Rice,  Claudine  Ryan,  Jacqui 
Sawyer,  and  Mary  McFadden  (who  at¬ 
tended  the  meeting  and  ran  as  a  “write- 
in”  candidate). 

The  previous  board  met  only  a  couple 
of  times  this  past  year,  but  David  says  it 
will  be  meeting  more  regularly  in  the  fu¬ 
ture. 

The  next  FNV  meeting,  Oct.  6  at  6:30 
p.m.,  will  be  a  candidates  forum  for  the 
District  8  seat  on  the  Board  of  Supervi¬ 
sors.  It  will  be  held  at  the  Randall  Muse¬ 
um  auditorium  and  co-hosted  by  Friends, 
Upper  Noe  Neighbors,  the  Corona 
Heights  Neighborhood  Association,  and 
the  Diamond  Heights  Comirr'nity  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The  forum  will  be  moderated  by  Chan¬ 
nel  7’s  Cheryl  Jennings  and  also  will  be 
televised  on  SFGTV  cable  channel  26.

TOWN  SQUARE  DANCE:  The  second 
order  of  business  was  a  presentation  by 
the  movers  and  shakers  of  a  group  called 
Residents  for  Noe  Valley  Town  Square. 
This  nonprofit,  which  formed  this  sum¬ 


mer  to  bring  to  the  neighborhood  just 
what  its  name  says,  held  its  first  commu¬ 
nity  meeting  on  July  15,  which  was  at¬ 
tended  by  almost  120  people.  The  front 
page  in  the  September  Voice  noted  that 
Todd  David,  Chris  Keene,  and  members 
of  the  Noe  Valley  Farmers  Market  were 
spearheading  the  campaign. 

As  most  of  you  know,  the  goal  is  to  get 
the  city  to  buy  the  large  parcel  of  land  (80 
x  100  feet)  at  3865  24th  Street  which  is 
owned  by  the  Noe  Valley  Ministry  and 
currently  used  as  a  parking  lot  (and  mini¬ 
park).  The  Ministry  plans  to  sell  the  lot  to 
finance  the  major  remodel  and  seismic 
upgrade  planned  next  year  for  its  church 
at  1021  Sanchez. 

The  city  would  buy  the  land  using  open 
space  funds,  which  annually  accumulate 
at  Rec  and  Park.  By  law,  the  city  would 
have  to  pay  the  appraised  value  of  the 
Ministry  lot,  and  not  a  penny  less. 

David,  in  his  capacity  as  co-chair  of 
RNVTS,  informed  the  Friends  that  he  had 
been  very  recently  told  by  Karen 
Mauney-Brodek,  who  is  project  manager 
of  the  Planning  and  Capital  Division  of 
the  Rec  and  Park  Department,  that  the 
property  was  appraised  at  “between  three 
and  four  million  dollars.”  (That’s  quite  a 
big  range.) 

He  then  went  on  to  say  that  the  group 
has  three  hurdles  to  jump  over  to  create 
the  public  square.  First,  a  plan  has  to  be 
presented  to  the  Park,  Recreation,  and 
Open  Space  Advisory  Committee 
(PROSAC).  If  the  committee  deems  the 
town  square  a  worthy  and  workable  pro¬ 
ject,  the  proposal  then  goes  to  the  Recre¬ 
ation  and  Park  Commission  for  approval. 
If  they  give  the  green  light,  then  it  goes 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  who  must 
also  give  their  approval. 

Meredith  Thomas,  who  is  the  executive 
director  of  the  nonprofit  Neighborhood 
Parks  Council  (which  has  been  instru¬ 
mental  in  helping  residents  improve  ex¬ 
isting  parks  all  over  the  city )  informed  the 
group  that  there  was  about  $8  million  cur¬ 
rently  in  the  open  space  fund. 

RNVTS  co-chair  Chris  Keene,  speak¬ 
ing  for  the  Noe  Valley  Ministry  (which 
originally  acquired  the  property  to  keep 
the  space  open  for  the  neighborhood),  ex¬ 
plained  that  the  project  would  need  the 
open  space  money  to  purchase  the  land, 
to  fund  the  renovation  into  a  town  square, 
and  to  pay  for  maintenance  and  operation 
of  the  park. 

According  to  Keene,  the  Ministry 
would  be  a  willing  seller  to  the  city  for  a 
price  within  the  appraisal  range,  and  he 
believed  the  Noe  Valley  Association 
would  be  able  to  provide  maintenance  for 
the  park.  The  only  thing  Noe  Valley  has 
to  do  is  come  up  with  the  bucks  needed 
to  construct  our  “vision”  of  the  new  town 
square.  He  estimates  that  number  to  be 
about  $500,000. 

Keene  said  quite  optimistically  that  the 
RNVTS  will  be  looking  for  and  finding 
Noe  Valley  residents  who  can  pledge  do¬ 
nations  now  or  pay  annually  over  the  next 
five  years.  He  hopes  the  town  square 
group  can  go  to  the  PROSAC  meeting  in 
November  with  enough  money  in  pledges 
to  show  the  community’s  commitment. 

If  any  of  you  want  to  pledge  some 
bucks  to  this  project,  today’s  the  day  in  a 
major  way.  Assuming  there  are  16,000 
registered  voters  in  Noe  Valley,  if  each 
voter  wrote  a  check  or  pledge  for  $3 1 .25, 
the  $500K  would  be  covered.  Folks,  that’s 
less  than  one  month’s  cable  TV.  Google 
Noe  Valley  Town  Square  to  find  out  more.

RECIPE  FOR  SUCCESS: -Omnivore 
Books  on  Food,  the  little  cookbook  store 
on  Cesar  Chavez  Street,  is  achieving  na¬ 
tional  recognition.  Writes  Reyhan  Har- 
manci  in  the  Sept.  1 1  New  York  Times: 
“Tucked  in  a  corner  of  San  Francisco ’s 
quiet  Noe  Valley,  Omnivore  Books  is  an 


unlikely  prospect  for  a  small-business 
success  story.”  But  it  sure  is  one,  the 
newspaper  goes  on  to  say. 

In  August,  cookware  giant  Williams 
Sonoma  asked  Omnivore  founder  and 
owner  Celia  Sack  to  pick  a  book  each 
month  for  its  260  stores  nationwide.  The 
store  signs  will  say  “Omnivore  Recom¬ 
mends.”  Sack,  along  with  store  manager 
Samantha  Tackeff,  will  also  be  sending 
the  chain  250  vintage  cookbooks,  each 
with  personal  handwritten  recommenda¬ 
tions.  Those  will  go  on  sale  at  William- 
Sonoma’s  30  top  stores. 

Soon  to  be  shipped  out  is  the  1 963  clas¬ 
sic  Candy  Hits  by  Zazu  Pitts,  as  well  as 
James  Beard’s  1960  edition  of  Treasury 
of  Outdoor  Cooking,  and  Duncan  Hines’ 
classic  Food  Odyssey  (1955). 

Sack  is  currently  doing  some  culinary 
research  in  Turkey.  “She’s  having  a  fan¬ 
tastic  time,”  says  Tackeff,  “especially  be¬ 
cause  many  of  us  think  that  Turkey  has 
the  best  food  in  the  world.  It  is  just  fan¬ 
tastic!” 

As  all  you  foodies  know,  Omnivore 
hosts  many  authors’  visits  and  book  sign¬ 
ings — food  icon  Alice  Waters  appeared 
recently — and  the  October  schedule  is 
quite  impressive,  with  14  events. 

When  asked  what  the  store’s  most  pop¬ 
ular  item  was  these  days,  Tackeff  replied, 
“Actually,  that  would  be  our  fresh  eggs,” 
pointing  to  a  space  on  the  counter  with 
just  two  dozen  eggs  left. 

In  other  food  news,  a  new  sushi  restau¬ 
rant  should  be  opening  Oct.  2  on  Church 
Street  at  Day  (where  Deep  Sushi  used  to 
be). 

The  folks  who  two  years  ago  opened 
Tataki  Sushi  &  Sake  Bar  on  California 
Street  (near  Divisadero)  decided  last 
spring  to  open  a  second  venue  in  Noe  Val¬ 
ley.  Since  then,  they’ve  been  wending 
their  way  through  the  permit  process. 
“Now  we  are  ready  to  go,”  says  co-own- 
er  and  chef  Kin  Lui,  “and  we  are  looking 


torward  to  working  in  that  great  neigh¬ 
borhood.”  The  restaurant  will  be  called 
Tataki  Sushi  &  Sake  Bar  South. 

Lui  and  co-chef/owner  Raymond  Ho 
have  become  famous  for  what  they  de¬ 
scribe  as  “a  menu  that  celebrates  the  fla¬ 
vors  of  the  ocean  while  ensuring  that 
every  item  is  caught  in  an  environmen¬ 
tally  sound  manner.”  Lui  says  an  exam¬ 
ple  of  this  philosophy  is  they  serve  no 
bluefin  tuna,  which  is  endangered  and  full 
of  mercury,  but  instead  serve  albacore 
tuna  caught  using  hand  lines.  They  will 
use  only  wild  Alaskan  salmon  or  arctic 
char,  and  never  farmed  Atlantic  salmon, 
which  he  says  “is  notorious  for  parasites 
and  pollutants.”

Twig,  which  moved  recently  to  1299

This 
despite  the  fact  that  ESB  has  never  actu¬ 
ally  sold  a  beer,  but  rather  hosts  open 
houses  from  time  to  time  where  the  beer¬ 
tasting  is  “on  the  house.”  ESB  teamed  up 
earlier  this  year  with  another  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  microbrewery,  21st  Amendment 
Brewery,  and  won  the  gold  medal  in  the 
World  Beer  Cup  in  the  “Other  Strong 
Beers”  category.
